Schools Must .
Be Definite

City officlals ‘throughout the
county noted with interest this
week a ruling of the county
counsel’s office pertaining par-
ticularly to the Claremont uni-
fied school district bqt applying
generally to other citles,

The opinion cleared the way
for remodeling of a large resi-
dence for school purposes, in a
residential district, but
the school property. The house
is to be used for expansion of
the school.

Deputy County Counsel Wil-
liam McKesson explained that
zoning regulations of a city do
not bind school districts unless
expressly made so. The city's
ordinance specifies that® “any
person, firm or corporation” vio.
lating the law Is subject to a
fine, but must specifically name
“school districts” before it ap-
plies, he said.
